TUB STATK SILVER 
CONVENTION. 


The largest representative body ever 


convened in the St^te of Nevada assembled 
•t the Opera House in Reno yesterday. 
It 


comprised about two hundred representa- 
tive citizens, every county io the State, 
•av« Churchill and DouglM, being repre 
mated. The brains M well as the brawn 
of the old parties, the professional and 
business men M well M the farmers and 
miners, were in attendance M delegates 
and it waa a subject of general comment 
among men of both parties who had been 
Attending conventions 
since Territorial 


days that it was the biggest, brained, most 
intelligent and harmonious ever held in 
the State. 


Hon. Thomas V?ren, who represented 


Nevada io Congresn and voted for free 
coinage io 1878 and also to pass the Stand- 
ard Dollar Aot over tbe veto ot Prvsiden 
Hayes, made a stirring speech which was 
roundly applauded, and told some whole- 
some truths which were highly appreciated 
Hon. O. W. Odsaidy, whose death occurred 
shortly afterwards and whose last wordi 
were for the silver cause, Hon. C. C 
Powning and others addressed the oonven 
lion and made telling points, which were 
well received. 


The convention transacted the business 


for which it assembled in a business-like 
manner. Tbe members had but one object 
in view, tha welfare of the State, and their 
action was harmonious from beginning to 
end. They nominated an electoral ticket 
that is as certain to be elected next Novem- 
ber as anything human can be. The dele- 
gates declared that in several counties over 
Xiine-tenths ol the votes cast would be tor 
Hon. Thomas Wren, Hon. M. S. Bonni- 
field and Hon. C. C. Powning.

It was not intended to be misconstrued or 
to deceive and it says what it means aud 
means what it sayn. No oititizan of Ne- 
vada can oflVr any valid objection to the 
principles which it enunciates. Should 
they be promulgated at Otaaha and in- 
dorsed at the polls the State of Nevada 
within a year, would double in population 
and become the most prosperous State in 
the Union.

As an editor he was con 
sidered* very able and edited a paper ex 
pressing the courage of bis convictions 
As an orator he wag ready, witty and elo 
qnent; as a man he was a warm hearted 
soul, true as steel to his friends and for 
giving to his enemies. In the history o 
Nevada bis name will be among its honore< 
pioneers, who foaght from the editor's 
sanctum with trenchant pen and from the 
platform with eloquent voice for her indcs 
tries, and interest, and died with the warm 
expressions tot her interests still ringing 
in the ears of the largest and most har- 
monious convention ever held in the Battle 
Rnrn State.

A well 
known surgeon chiropodist said the 
other day to the reporter: "The defethof 
that Long Island doctor is not the first I 
have hoard of from tho sarno cause. 


"The cause of the disease is common 


and painful and visually directly trace- 
able to narrow toed shoes. It causes 
pain aa severe as a toothache and not 
infrequently, when i.oglected, results in 
blood poisoning. I know of an opera- 
cion for ingrowing toe nail in an English 
lospitul where the patient suffered BO 
much pain that they gave him a mixture 
>f ether and chloroform. 
The operation 


\vaa successful, but when it was finished 
nhe physicians found that their patient 
had died from the chloroform."—New 
York Sun. 


To Preserve an Alpine Flower. 


The diet of the Tyrol last week passed 


a bill imposing heavy fines upon persons 
found selling any sample of the beauti- 
ful but rare Alpine flower called edel- 
weiss, which has been pulled up by the 
roots on the mountains. A similar act 
was pa&sed seven years ago by the diet 
of Salzburg, with a ^ lew to the preserva- 
tion of the edelweiss plunt, which is 
threatened with extinction in the Aus- 
trian Alps. In the Salzburg district the 
success of this legislation ia, unfortu- 
nately, not encouraging.
